Be it remembered, 
Church, in all her Services, acts as a comforting and teaching Mother; and she has no 
ices in her Prayer Book, nor ever will have, from which she sends her devout people 
any of them—away. Her voice always is—to all her Services“ Compel them to 
Come in, that My House may be full.“ And never, at any one of her offices of worship, 
should God's house be more full, than at that greatest One, wherein she“ shows forth 
ñe Lord's Death till He come.” “I, if I be lifted up, will draw all men unto me.’ 
1e Office of Holy Communion is pre-eminently the Church's chiefest and best way of 
ting Him up.” It is her formal presenting, before God, of the great Mediatorial 
BCI ifice, made once for all.” And al who devoutly attend, whether to communicate 
T not, do assist, at least, in that great Act of “lifting Him up the very highest privi- 
ge, on this earth, that man is possessed of, or can attain unto.
